Dyer, whose troops shot down nearly 
500 Indians at ApiVitzar in the Pun­

General Dyer was condemned by an 
arm y council for ordering his men to 
fire upon the crowds in the streets 
of the Indian City.

He declared that he had reason to 
believe th at the Indian mobs intend­ 
ed to challenge British authority and

Gen­ 
eral Dyer said that there was much 
unrest and he feared that mobs might 
take m atters into. their own hands 
killing all Europeans in Arurizar in­ 
cluding women and children.

AIR TRAVEL. 


Air travel is said to be growing commonplace in Europe. 
There are air routes already established from London to Paris 
arid I rom Paris to nearly all the other 
important continental 
cities, and the trips are becoming not only safe but fairly cheap. 
Special trips can be arranged to almost any point in Europe 
at 30 cents a mile. Regular schedule trips are cheaper than that. 
Passengers are allowed to carry 30 pounds of personal luggage* 
The best patronized route is naturally that from London to Paris, 
which takes less than three hours instead of ten hours or more by 
rail and steamer, and which involves no seasickness in crossing 
the Channel. 
Europe is somewhat better adapted to air flights than Amer­ 
ica, because of the shorter distances between important points. 
Nevertheless the same thing will soon be done here, and done as 
usual on a bigger and more successful scale. The federal govern­ 
ment has already done valuable pioneering in its air mail routes. 
They will soon cover the country, and passenger routes will be the 
next step. 
Several are already planned between eastern cities, 
and a company recently organized expects soon to have in opera­ 
tion a fleet of big passenger planes connecting Cleveland and De­ 
troit and bringing those cities within two hours of each other. 
The time will surely come, and come so quickly as to surprise 
most people, when a man starting in the morning may fly from 
New York to Washington, or Buffalo to Chicago, or Kansas City j 
to New Orleans, and transact his business and return home the
